1. Ratification of the Chair’s action and exigent approval of a grant application 
between the Charter County of Wayne and the Michigan Department of 
Corrections in the amount of $2,990,785 for the Community Corrections Plan and 
Application for Fiscal Year 2020; the County Executive advises that this grant will 
provide for the Comprehensive Plan and Services and Drunk Driver Jail 
Reduction Community Treatment Services, and the Community Corrections plan 
includes screening and assessments of eligible offenders for PA 511 programs, 
and affords offenders access to jail- and community-based treatment and 
supervision services; the term of the agreement is from October 1, 2019 through 
September 30, 2020; the revenue from the agreement will be deposited into 
Account No. 281 32000 543000 (Community Correction). (2019-19-003) 

Note: On April 30, 2019, Chair Bell authorized exigent approval of the grant 
application in the amount of $2,990,785 under the provisions of the 
Procurement Ordinance and has advised that this is for a period not to 
exceed 60 days at which time the appropriate Committee(s) of the 
Commission will complete the review of this matter. 

2. Communication dated April 12, 2019 (received April 23rd) requesting 
Commission approval of a 10-year co-location license agreement between the 
Charter County of Wayne and the State of Michigan Department of Management 
and Budget, for the Department of Technology, Management and Budget 
(DTMB), to provide public safety responders such as fire, emergency medical 
services, law enforcement and public service departments access to 
interoperable communications technology and to allow the Wayne County 
Simulcast System to participate in the State of Michigan, Michigan Public Safety 
Communications System (MPSCS) by installing communications equipment on 
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Tower Site 2504 in Northville Township; the County Executive advises that 
interoperable communications is a priority of Wayne County through its 
Department of Homeland Security & Emergency Management, and this 
technology is gold standard for first-responder communications in the United 
States; the term of the agreement is effective upon approval by the State of 
Michigan State Administrative Board. (2019-02-008) 

3. Communication dated May 2, 2019 (received May 6th) requesting Commission 
approval of a grant agreement between the Charter County of Wayne and the 
State of Michigan, Department of State Police-Emergency Management and 
Homeland Security Division in the amount of $4,500 for the 2018-19 Hazardous 
Material Emergency Preparedness Planning Program (HMEP-PP) to assist 
Wayne County in the review of new Superfund Amendment and Reauthorization 
Act (SARA) Title III hazardous materials emergency response plans, as well as 
for the updating of previously submitted plans for facilities subject to SARA Title 
III in Wayne County; the County Executive advises that this grant requires a 25% 
match of any federal funds received and matching funds will be supplied by the 
County in the form of an “in kind” contribution credited from the salary and fringe 
benefits of personnel working on this grant; the term of the grant is from October 
1, 2018 through September 30, 2019; the revenue from the grant will be 
deposited into Account No. 101 42617 529000 (HMEP-PP). (2019-02-009) 

4. Communications dated April 4, 2019 (received May 27th) requesting Commission 
approval of an agreement between the Charter County of Wayne and Wayne 
County Community College District (WCCCD) in the amount of $1,400,000 to 
provide security detail and outreach efforts at various WCCCD campuses, 
including patrol and other law enforcement services such as investigation and 
arrest, from time to time as deemed appropriate; the Sheriff advises that the 
Sheriffs Office will continue a unit known as WCCCD Detail, consisting of sworn 
Sheriffs law enforcement personnel and other approved staff and services 
agreed upon by the Sheriff and Chancellor and the activities of the detail will be 
dedicated exclusively to the security of the WCCCD Eastern Campus, 
Northwestern Campus and Downtown Campus; the term of the agreement is 
from July 1,2019 through June 30, 2021; the revenue from the agreement will be 
deposited into Account No. 266 32193 626000 (Sheriff-WCCCD Unit). (2019-71-

5. Communication dated April 16, 2019 (received May 8th) requesting Commission 
approval of Modification No. 1 to a two-year contract with a one-year option to 
renew between the Charter County of Wayne and LexisNexis, a division of 
RELX, Inc. (of Alpharetta, GA), not to exceed $16,848 exercising the renewal 
option to continue to provide a web-based inmate law library service for the 
Wayne County jails with all necessary software and services, including 
maintenance and support services; the County Executive advises that services 
are used by law librarians in the jails for researching cases and briefs of inmates, 
and is required by court order; Modification No. 1 increases the total contract 
amount from $33,696 to $50,544; the term of Modification No. 1 is from October 
1, 2019 through September 30, 2020; the cost of Modification No. 1 will be 
charged to Account No. 575 35103 961000 (Inmate Programs).

6. Communication dated January 17, 2019 (received May 29th) requesting 
Commission approval of Modification No. 1 to a contract with a one-year option 
to renew between the Charter County of Wayne and Lakeridge Village, Inc. (of 
Detroit) not to exceed $37,500 (allocating $12,500 annually) to increase the 
amount of the contract to continue to provide community-based residential 
rehabilitation treatment and services to adult offenders in the criminal justice 
system, who have been released from the Wayne County Jail who are homeless, 
or are diagnosed with mental health or substance use disorders, and require 
residential rehabilitation services for successful re-entry to the community; 
Modification No. 1 increases the total contract amount from $150,000 to 
$187,500; the term of the contract remains from July 12, 2018 through April 1, 
2021; the cost of Modification No. 1 will be charged to Account No. 101 35104 
815002 (Residential Outplacement).
